IBS-RIAA/ SoundExchange Announce 
2-Year Rates/ Terms Extension 


IBS proposed and the music industry has agreed. IBS 
Member 2004 webcasting rates and terms are extended 
through December 31, 2006. Fritz Kass, IBS Director of 
Operations, said the agreement provides schools with a 
predictable model for streaming radio and was also 
good for the music industry. John Simson is Executive 


Director of SoundExchange, an IBS conference participant. SoundExchange will be 
responsible for administering the collection of the royalty fees. IBS Members will contin- 
ue to pay $25 annually in lieu of all recordkeeping and reporting. Most IBS Members pay 
$250 yearly copyright royalty for streaming. Larger universities pay $500. IBS continues 
to recommend that member-stations stream to reach out to alumni, family, and friends. 
Congress provided for a six-month open negotiation period ending June 30, 2004. IBS, 
RIAA and SoundExchange, reached an agreement in principle before the June 30 dead- 
line. Gary Greenstein, Vice President, Business and Legal Affairs, for the Recording 
Industry Association of America, RIAA, slightly modified the IBS agreement and present- 
ed it to the Music Industry for approval. A copy of the agreement is on the IBS website.

The FCC has levied a $3,000 fine on 
WPEW, Pacifica’s Washington, DC 
station, for failing to perform and log the 
required monthly and weekly EAS 
(Emergency Alert System) tests. 


Pacifica did not contest the violations. In its 
response, Pacifica said that it had reme- 
died the defects identified and seeks a 
reduced fine. However, the FCC says no 
reduction is warranted on the basis of 
Pacifica’s correction of the violations: 
“corrective action taken to come into 
compliance with Commission rules or 
policy is expected, and does not nullify 
or mitigate any prior forfeitures or viola- 
tions.” Pacifica also said it is a small 
business entity, in support of its request 
that the forfeiture be reduced, without 
providing any financial documentation. 
But, the FCC said it is well established 
that reliance on small business status 
alone without substantiation of the 
inability to pay claim is insufficient. 


KALW, San Francisco has up to a 
potential $300,000 fine facing it. The 
reason, according to the FCC: “It appears 
that SFUSD has failed to timely place or 
retain in the KALW(EM) public inspec- 
tion file quarterly issues /programs lists 
and supplemental ownership informa- 
tion, while certifying in its renewal 
application that it had done so. We will 
therefore specify false certification and 
SFUSD filed an opposition to the petition 
on January 20, 1998, to which GGPR 
replied on February 18, 1998. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, that, irre- 
spective of whether the hearing record 
warrants an Order denying the renewal 
application for KALW(FM), it shall be 
determined.., whether an ORDER OF 
FORFEITURE in an amount not to 
exceed $300,000 shall be issued against 
SFUSD for willful and/or repeated viola- 
tions of Sections 73.1015, 73.3527, and/or 
73.3613 of the Commission's Rules...” 


KALW legal counsel, Ernie Sanchez, is 
leading the station’s defense and hopes 
to be successful.

The FCC has issued a Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking (FCC NPRM 04-145) that 
would require stations to record and 
retain 60 - 90 days of their programming 
broadcast between 6 AM and 10 PM. 
Comments to the FCC should be filed by 
August 27, 2004, with replies by September 27. 


According to the FCC introduction: 

“1. In this Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking (NPRM), we propose to 
require that broadcasters retain record - 
ings of their programming for some lim- 
ited period of time (e.g., 60 or 90 days) in 
order to increase the effectiveness of the 
Commission’s process for enforcing 
restrictions on obscene, indecent, and 
profane broadcast programming. 


2. It is a violation of federal law to broad- 
cast obscene, indecent, or profane pro- 
gramming. Specifically, Title 18 of the 
United States Code, Section 1464, pro- 
hibits the utterance of “any obscene, 
indecent, or profane language by means 
of radio communication." 


The Supreme Court has determined that 
obscene speech is not entitled to First 
Amendment protection, obscene speech 
cannot be broadcast at any time. 
Indecent speech is protected by the First 
Amendment and cannot be outlawed 
completely, but, pursuant to Commission 
regulations, implementing a subsequent 
statute and court decision, the airing of 
such programming is restricted to the 
hours of 10:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m., when 
children are less likely to be in the audi- 
ence. The courts have consistently 
upheld the Commission authority to reg- 
ulate indecent speech, albeit with certain 
limitations. In this NPRM, we seek com- 
ment on enhancing our enforcement 
processes through proposed program 
recording retention requirements for 
broadcast stations in order to improve 
the adjudication of complaints.” 


Through our Washington legal counsel, 
IBS expects to file comments on this 
issue.

Library of Congress Seeks Access 
to Station Recordings 


Exclusive Discounted Rate at CMJ Music 
Marathon for IBS Members 


The FCC has issued a Notice of Inquiry 
(NOD regarding broadcast localism. A 
link to the full 26-page document can be 
found at the IBS web site at www .ibsradio.org 


Right now, the FCC requires stations to 
compile and retain in their public files a 
quarterly “issues /programs” list. It’s a 
list of issues the station feels are impor- 
tant to their local community and the 
programs the station has broadcast dur- 
ing the past 3 months to address those 
issues. It requires specific dates, times, 
titles and topics. 


Quarterly issues/programs lists need to 
be put in your local public file no later 
than 10 days after each calendar quarter 
ends. For example, the Jan-March list has 
to be put in your public file by April 10th; 
April-June by July 10th; July-Sept by Oct 
10th and Oct-Dec by January 10th. 


The Commission says it’s received com- 
plaints about stations ignoring local ser- 
vice and is looking for ways to improve 
station programming to address local 
community needs. Elsewhere in this 
newsletter is a report of a potential 
$300,000 fine for a station who allegedly 
did not compile and retain quarterly 
issues /programs lists, but who certified 
they did when filing for license renewal.

Minimum Operating Hours/ Share-time 


With station renewals here and more to 
come, a reminder about minimum hours 
your station must be on the air. You'll 
find full details in the FCC rules, section 
73.561. But, minimum hours to maintain 
your license are 36 hours per week con- 
sisting of at least 5 hours/day, 6 days per 
week, although stations licensed to edu- 
cational institutions don’t have to broad- 
cast on Saturday or Sunday or during 
vacation or recess periods. 


However, if your station is on the air any 
less than 12 hours/day, every day of the 
year, it is vulnerable to time-share appli- 
cations from others who want to share 
time on your station’s frequency. 


ZG Cop United yright Office 
Library of Congress 


The Copyright Office of the Library of 
Congress is proposing to amend its regu- 
lations to permit the Library of Congress 
to record unpublished radio and other 
audio and audiovisual transmission pro- 
grams. The Copyright Office regulations 
already provide for the Library of 
Congress to obtain copies of unpublished 
television transmission programs, either 
by recording fixations or by demanding 
copies in the form of a transfer, loan, or 
sale at cost. The revised regulation makes 
similar provisions for audio transmission 
programs and includes transmission pro- 
grams made available by radio broad- 
casts and by digital communications net- 
works such as the Internet. Comments 
are due on September 7. For further info, 
go to the Copyright Office website at 
www.copyright.gov/fedreg/2004/69fr47 
396.html. 


The due date for comments on proposed 
amendment to regulations governing 
acquisition and deposit of unpublished 
transmission programs (69 FR 47396) is 
September 7, 2004. 


Elsewhere in this issue, you'll find news 
about an FCC proposal to require stations 
to retain recordings of their broadcasts 
for 60-90 days.

FCC Seeks Comment on Rule Changes 
for the Emergency Alert System 


Federal 
(oe Communications 
Commission 


The FCC has issued a Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking (NPRM) concern- 
ing the Emergency Alert System (EAS), 
seeking comment on how EAS can be 
improved to be a more effective mecha- 
nism for warning the American public 
of an emergency. 


The action stems in part from recom- 
mendations of the Media Security and 
Reliability Council (an FCC Advisory 
Committee), and the Partnership for 
Public Warning. 


The Commission has already begun - 
and will continue throughout this pro- 
ceeding - to coordinate with the 
Department of Homeland Security and 
its component, FEMA and the 
Department of Commerce and its com- 
ponent, the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administrationds National 
Weather Service. These Federal partners 
will be active participants in the pro- 
ceeding. In addition, the Commission 
seeks participation of state and local 
emergency planning organizations as 
well as all communications industries 
involved in alert and warning.
